Earlier Report. 


Winnipeg, Man.. July 1.—The mag- 


nitude of the calamity which Regina 
had suffered while growing in realiza- 
tion as the rescue work proceeded 
could not be fully estimated at' an 
early hour today. 
It seemed certain, 


however, that 
the casualties 
would 


roll up to a total of between 400 and 
500 and that the property loss could 
hardly.be under $4,000.000 at the low- 
est . estimate.

equaled at Baltimore what Theodore 
Roosevelt did-at Chicago. 
Roosevelt, 


beaten to~a frazzle by the republican 
leaders, attempted to wreck his party 
by a bolt. 
Bryan, unable to gain a. 


nomination for himself and angered 
by the influence in the convention of 
men who have been his political 'ene- 
mies/ has 
saddled 
the 
democratic 


party with a load which it can ill af- 
ford to carry in the long -interval be- 
fore November. 


"The 
democratic pa'rty has again 


vindicated its sorry record for mak- 
ing mistakes. When the Chicago con- 
vention adjourned a week ago Satur- 
day night and the Roosevelt third par-

Instantly Killed in Game at

While playing ball at Lake Koshkon- 


ong, Sunday afternoon, William Tray- 
nor of Koshkonong, a son of Mr. anc 
Mrs. Peter Traynor of tfet place, and 
a nephew of. Dr. R. L. Brown of this 
city, was almost instantly killed when 
he was struck by a pitched ball, which 
hit him about half an iiich below the 
heart.

occurred, about four o'clock. He took 
three steps toward first base after he 
was hit, and then tpppledjover. 
Play- 


ers and others nearby attempted to 
rescuscitate him by rubbing his body 
and by moving the arms and limbs 
and Dr. Coon of Milton Junction was 
:;ent for, but their efforts were unavail- 
ing. The doctor examined the body, 
and said that the young njan had prob- 
ably died within five minutes after he 
was struck. The remains were taken 
to a nearby cottage, and later were re- 
moved to the home:of'his parents. The 
accident was witnessed by a number 
of Janesville people who were at the 
game. Jack Hall of thisjcity, 
who 


was with a party of Janebville young 
men at the lake, was catching for the 
Afton team at the time the :accident 
occurred. 


The young man was about nineteen 


years .of age and was well, liked by 
all -who knew him. Besides his grief- 
stricken parents, he leaves to mourn 
bis loss, two brothers, Robert and Ar- 
thur Traynor of Koshkonong.
